The wocd is soft, spongy 
and contains longitudinal cavities filled 
with brown stripes of gutta perchn. 
The 


original method of the Malays'for collect- 
ing the resin, consisted in felling the tree, 
which was then placed in a slanting posi- 
tion, so as to enable the exuding fluid to 
be collected in banana leaves. This barba- 
rous proceeding, which, from- the enormous 
demand which suddenly arose for'the gutta, 
would soon have brought the rapidly-rising 
trade to a suicidal end, fortunately became 
known before it was too late, and the resin 
is now gathered in the same manner as 
caoutchouc, by making inoisions in the 
bark with a chopping knife, collecting the 
thin white milky fluid which exudes in
